Psychological Warfare Unit 
Will Coordinate Efforts 
. and Lay Down Policy

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 --The 
United States mobilized for a uni- 
fied and full-scale propaganda and 
psychological warfare campaign 
against world comrnunism today 
with the formation of a National 
Psychological Strategy Board. 

■ Going farther in its aims and 
functions than any existing agency, 
the new unit will lay down an 
over-all propaganda policy line for 
carrying out the foreign policy ob- 
jectives of the United States and 
meeting what are officially de- 
scribed as “various types of emer- 
gencies’’ wherever they may arise 
in the world. 

The State Department, wliich 
would be the center of authority 
of the new agency, anhouhced its 
creation quietly and inausplcious- 
ly. No details of the duties or ob- 
jectives of the psychological strat- 
egy board were made public, but 
it became apparent that the unit 
would exercise the broadest au- 
thority not only in combating 
Communist propaganda but in 
taking the imtiative in the drive 
for world-wide support for United 
States objectives. 

With the Assistant Secretary of 
State fcjr Public Affairs serving 
as chairman, the new board would 
report to the Secretary of State.
